Obviously,  the 
young  man  Is  in  two  places  at  the 
same  time  nnd  has  further  mnn- 
nged.  nppavcnlly  through  some  trick 
the  exact  nature  of  which  is  not 
dealt  with  by  tbe  Sclioolman.  to 
alter  his  appenrauce  while  doing  It. 


Descartes,  if  you'll  pardon  the  ex- 
pression, would  oudoulJledly  have 
many  pithy  things  to  say  about  this, 
the  substance  of  which  would  prob- 
ably he  that  either  the  photograph- 
er or  Mr.  Downey  Is  an  evil  genic 
whose  purpose  is  to  deceive  us. 
However,  since  neither  Mr.  Downey 
(front  row),  or  Mr.  Downey  (back 
row)  has  light  brown  hair,  it  would 
be  safe  to  conclude  that  Descarti.'S 
is  strictly  a snap  ease  and  his 
theory  has  no  objective  validity. 

This  loaves  us  with  a somewhiU 
fractured  Principle  of  rontradk- 
tion  nnd  a Daniel  Downey  who,  on 
Loyola  Night,  will  sing  alt  six  parts 
ot  the  Sextette,  from  LHCiu,  not 
only  from  the  same  aspect  but  nt 
the  same  time.

Democracy's  Triumph 

The  Federal  trial  ot  CoidihudUIb 
Iq  New  York  Is  over.  Tho  defeo- 
dsDla,  without  Mceptlon.  have  been 
Justly  tried  and  convicted.  But  the 
trial  baa  a much  deeper  sUntflcance 
than  the  successful  prosecution  ot 
the  accused.  It  Is  a triumph  for 
democracy — real  democracy. 

OITendera  against  our  nation's 
Constitution  have  been  convicted 
under  already  existing  and  consll- 
(iitlonal  laws.  There  was  no  need 
to  enact  dubiously  valid  legislation 
(0  meet  the  need  for  Increased  vl 
gllancp.  Judge  Medina  maintained 
complete  Justice  In  the  closing 
momenta  when  he  Instructed  the 
Jury  In  the  most  careful  manner 
Indeed  his  instruction  might  be  ap- 
plied to  all  eltuailODs  where  the 
need  for  calm  and  ronslliutional 
procedure  is  rcnulrcd. 

The  trial  should  serve  as  a lesson 
for  alt.  In  most  cases  our  present 
laws  are  sufficient.  Liberty  cannot 
be  destroyed  by  license.
